NEW YORK, May 23.—The following is an 
extract from a letter of the 10thinst. from 
Secretary Sherman toa prominent war Dem-

WASHINGTON, May 23.—-At the Cabinet 
session on Tuesday last Attorney-General 
Devens submitted the following opinion: 


DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, } 
WASHINGTON, May 17, 1879. 

Ilon. George W. MeCrary, Secretary of 
War: Sirk—Your letter of the 15th inst. sub- 
mits to me certain questions arising under the 
act of March 3, 1875, and acts amend- 
atory thereof concerning the _ construc- 
tio of the jetties and other works 
at the Seuth Pass of the Mississippi 
River, and informs me that Capt. James B. 
Eads now applies to you forthe payment of 
the $500,000 to which he claims to be entitled 
under section 9 of the actof March 3, 1879, 
when a channel shall bave been obtained by 
the action of the jetties and auxiliary works 
iutherized by said act twenty-five feet in 
depth, and not lessthan two hundred feet in 
width at the bottom through said jetties. 

The engineer reports: 

**That a channel existed on the 7th of April, 
187%, at the mouth of South Pass, twenty-five 
fect deep, and in no place less than 23) feet 
wide at the bottom, between the deep water 
ef the pass and the deep water of the Guif of 
Mexico.’’ 

Also, that on the lith§of April, 1879, there 
Was aft the head of South Pass ac ‘bh: inne ‘] suf- 
ficiently wide for navigation, having a least 
depth of 24 feet, and that the 23 feet channel 
at the same place had nowhere less width 
than 125 feet. 

My attention is directed to 

THE FOLLOWING INQUIRIES: 

**l, Assumingthat Mr. Eads had obtaineda 
channel 25 feet deep, and not less thau 200 
feet wide at the bottom through the South 
Pass, but not through the shoal at the head 
of the Pass, is he entitled to the payment 
claimed? 

‘*2. Must all the conditions set 
proviso to section 4o0f the uaet 
IST5, be complied with before 
cen receive the payments provided for 
other portions of the act for obtaining the 
several depths and widtlis of channel spec- 
ified? 

‘*3. Whatisthe meaning of the words ‘a 
navigable depth’ in said proviso,and does the 
law turnish any rule fordetermining the widta 
of such a channel as is intended to be requir- 
ed by said proviso?’’ 

Perhaps these questions cin be more deftin- 
itely answered together, rather thanin = the 
precise order in which you have stated them. 

It has heretofore been held that the terms of 
the proviso tosection 4, of the aet of Mareh 3, 
ISTH, wereinthe nature cf conditions to be 
complied with by Mr. Eads before he 
would be entitled to receive the payments pro- 
vided in other portions of the act, when the 
several depths and widths of channel specified 
had been obtained. 

But it cannot be held that Mr. Eadsis bound 
to the pe ape ance of those conditions, except 
lust so far as he is required to perform the m 
up to the time wih n he makes his demand for 
paviment. If, when that demand is made, all 
the conditions then required to be 
performed have actually been 
performe d, he is entitled to the 
payment, although other conditions yet remain 
ouplied with by him in the future.

hy means of jetties, of a wide and deep chan- 
nel between the South Pass of the Mississippi 
River and the Gulf of Mexico. One of the 
conditions of this act necessary to make the 
deep channel from the South Pass to the Gulf 
available, Was that a navigabie iy pth of water 
should be provided through the pass. It has 
been held (both by my se Men and my- 
self) that the conditions which apply to pro- 
viding a navigable depth of water through: th 
pass apply to the ehannel through 
or over the shoal at the head 
of the pass, and that this Was within the 
proper limits of the improvem@nt. Mr. Eads 
has obtained a channel of the depth and width 
required between the deep-water of the South 
pass andthe deep water-of the Gulf of Mex- 
ico: and, further, he has obtdined a channel 
25 fect deep. and not less. than 200 feet wide 
at the bottom, through the South Pass: but it 
dees not appear that this depth has been ob- 
tained through the shoal at the head of the 
pass. 

It becomes necessary to inquire what Mr. 
Leads’ duty is, at this time, in regard to ob- 
taining a channel through that shoal.

DEPTH SUFFICIENTLY WIDE TO 
SAFE NAVIGATION. 

In considering what was intended to be 
vided for, the whole character of the struc- 
ture contemplated is to be examined. This 
shows thata channel of considerable width, 
in Which necessarily vessels could pass each 
other as they assended and descended the 
river, Was conteinplated; and this navigation 
is not limited to any particular class of vessels, 
as, for instance,those propelled only by steam. 
The legal meaning of the term ‘‘navigable 
depth*’ is a depth sufficiently wide 
therefore, to be navigated by vessels, 
either moved by sails or steam, 
and to permit them to pass each other 
in the channel formed through the pass and 
the shoal at its head. How wide such a chan- 
nel should be L am not competent to state, 
apd it is a question of fact forthe determina- 
tion of the engineers in connection with well 
known facts in reference to the navigation of 
vessels, and also in connection with the pres- 
ent state of the legislation, which makes the 
ultimate width of the channel from the South 
Pass to the’cuif 200 feet. In view of those 
considerations they must decide whether there 
exists through the shoal atthe head of said 
pass a channel of the navigable depth, at the 
present time, of twenty-two feet. 

fn answer to the principal inquiry suggest- 
ed by your letter I would say that, assuming 
that the ehannel exists at the mouth of the 
South Pass, 26 feet deep and not less than 230 
feet wide in any place st the bottom, betwecn 
the deep water of the pass and the deep water 
ofthe Gulf of Mexico, andthut a channel ex- 
ists through the pass and the shoal at the 
head of 22 fect in depth and of a navigable 
depth as I have endeavcred to define it, Capt. 
Eads is entitled to the payment of the $00,-

Captain’s Story. 


[From the New York Sun.] 

The Italian bark Amalfi cleared on Saturday 
for Barcelona, Spain, and dropped down the 
harbor to wait fora favorable opportunity to 
gotosea. Hercaptain was anxious to get 
off, for her cargo had been stowed since May 
15. She anchored off the upper end of Staten 
Island, in the midst of a fleet of some thirty or 
forty ships, nearly all laden and outward 
bound. Her cargo consisted of 2,200 barrels 
of petroleum. She carried a crew of twelve 
men, and was commanded by her principal 
owner, Capt. G. Amalfi. Shortly after 3 
o’clock yesterday morning the captain was 
awakened by the barking ofa dog. The ship 
was found to be on fire. The crew had barely 
time to jump into the boat and pull off before 
the decks were blown out by a terrific explo- 
sion. She burned tothe water’s edye. At 
nightfall a great volume of dense smoke was 
rising from the charred hulk, and floating up 
toward the northwest, hanging close above 
the water 

Tne Amalfi lay nearly abreast the Tomp- 
kinsville landing, about a quarter ofa mile 
from the shore. The explosion awakened 
nearly everybody in the village. It was at- 
tended by a concussioeg that shook the houses 
to their foundations. Aresident of the village 
who has experienced several earthquakes in 
California says that the effect closely resem- 
bled that produced bp anearthquike. At 
that time inthe morning the clouds were of 
an inky blackness, and the light of the burn- 
ing ship made a grand displav. Nearly 
everybody in the village, and on the 
shores for many miles, Was watching 
it. A resident of Tompkinsville 
chanced to Bee the explosion 
itself. He savs: ‘*‘A volume of red flame 
shot up from the hold of the vessel, carrying 
with it portions of the decks. implements and 
lower rigging. [It mounted higher thax the top- 
mast, and scattered burning fragments in all 
directions. These were mirrored in the 
water as they were falling. The flames leaped 
from rope to rope in the rigging, and in an in- 
stant almost the entire rigging’ was aftire. The 
spall ropes looked like threads of flame. The 
cords with which the furled sails had been 
made fast were burned off, and the sails un- 
furled themselves. Then the flames caught 
them and burned them till they rose on the 
heated air and were broken into charred frag- 
ments. These floated away on the wind like 
dry leaves over a forest fire.
